THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


The Committee Revising the Rules and Mak- 
ing Changes. 

WASHINGTON, September 29,—The civil 
service commission has been busily engaged 
for some time in the revision of the rules and 
regulations relating to the service, and within 
a short time a number of important modifica- 
tions of existiug rules wil! be submitted to the 
president for his forma! approval. Among the 
changes are a new construction of the rule re- 
lating to the appointment of soldiers te classi- 
fied service, a new rule for regulations in pro- 
motions in the classified service, a fixed sched- 
ule, giving dates and places for holding exam- 
ipations in each state, which will be rigidly 
adhered te, and a plan previding for a reduc- 
tion of the present board of departmental 
examiners in Washington from fourteen to 
six members, the latter tobe assigned per- 
manently and exclusively tothe task of ex- 
amiving papers of all applicants throughout 
the country.

The Treasury Department Establishes the 
Rate of Drawback. 

WASHINGTON, September 29.—The treasury 
department hac isgued the follow’ g circular 
to custom officers in regard to the rate of draw- 
back on dried refined sugar. 

On all refined, cut loaf, crusbed, granulated and 
powdered sugar, store dried or dried by other 
equally effective process, exportod on and after 
November first, 1856, drawback will be ‘allowed at 
the rate oftwoand sixty hundredths cents per 
pound, less the Jegal retention of one per centum. 
The above rate is provisionally established in lieu 
of the existing rate of two and eighty-two hun- 
dredth cents per pound, bindering tbe inquiry as 
to what farther reduction may be uecessary.

HOW BULCARIA RECBIVES RUS- 
SIA’S DEMANDS, 


A Grand Gobranje Called to Blect a Successor to 
Prince Alexander—The Russian Agent, Kaul- 
bars Threatens to Remove the Notices 
and Issue a Circalar—Other News, 


VIENNA, September 29.—The reichsrath 
nesempbled today. In the lower house Deputy 
Hertsberg asked Prime Minister Von Taate, 
whether the government was disposed to 
characterize positively as idle inventions, the 
romors lately putin circulation to the effect 
that changes had taken place in the relations 
between Austria and Germany, because of 
Germany's support of Russia in Balgaria, 

The New Frie Presse says: 

“Prince Bismarck’'s greatest connivance cannot 
destroy the elements of antagonism between the 
German and Pan slavists, material interests will 
assert themselves. Germany will not be willin 
that Russia willsome Gay comprise the whole o 
Asia, and thus be able to place the greatest power 
in the world at the disposal of pan-slavism.,”’

It is a noticable fact that General Kaulbars 
has visited all the notabilities here except the 
Buitish consul.

St. PETERSBURG, September 29.—The Mos- 
cow Gazette states that the Austro-Hungarian 
government is entirely separated from Ger- 
many and Russiaon the Bulgarian question 
and that that country now inclines toward 
England, 

Genera! Kaulbars has sent a violent circu- 
lar to the Russian consuls in Bulgaria with 
the request that they inform the people of the 
circular’s contents. The circular makes twelve 
points, several of which the Bulgarian govern- 
ment declares Russia must know to be false. 
It begins by stating that the time for mere 
words has ended. Theczar can now be con- 
vinced only by acts. Only then will he offer 
the eountry internal and external protection. 

The circular accuses the Bulgarians of acts 
of indiscipline in burning the flags and in- 
signia of St. George. The Balgarian govern- 
ment denies the latter accusation. The cir- 
cular declares that Russia cannotallow Bul- 
garia to try the hidnappers of Alexander, and 
that it is impossible to allow Alexander and 

his family to return to Bulgaria. It is under- 
stocd that owing to this cireular the govern- 
ment will resist the demands of the Russian 
ultimatum brought by General Kaulbars.

Increase in Georgia's Property. 

In this issue of Tuk CONSTITUTION appears 
a comparative statement of the wealth of 
Georgia, exclusive of railroad property, for 
the present and the last fiscal year. 

Under our system of taxation returns are 
entirely voluntary, and the total amount 
given in is doubtless far below the real value 


of the property. Still, there is in sight an . 


increase of nearly seven and a half millions 
for 1886, over the values of the preceding 
year. 

City and town property in the state shows 
an increase of $2,415,771, and the value of 
unproved lands is almosta million dollars. 

The only notable decrease is in the amount 
of capital invested in mining, which has ap- 


parently fallen off $359,463. ‘There has cer- 
tainly been no decrease in the mining inter- 
estsof the state corresponding to this de- 
crease, and it would be interesting to know 
upon what the reduced returns in the item 
of mining are based. 

An increase of nearly a million in bank 
shares is one of the striking features of the 
returns. The value of horses, mules, hogs, 
etc., given in is about $300,000 less than it 
was last year, when it is a well known fact 
that there has been a decided increase in the 
amount and value of such property. There 
are several points in this table of values 
which suggest that the present system of 
obtaining the true amountof taxable prop- 
erty is defective. 

Here is asubject which may well com- 
mand the attention of the legislature at its 
next session. An equalization of the bur- 


dens of taxation is one of the prime condi- 


tions of @ just state government. With all 
the accidents and irregularities of the pres- 
ent system, the property in Georgia is val- 
ued at $306,507,578 for 1886, against $299,- 
146,798 for 1-85, exclusive of the enormous 
value of railroad property. The apparent 
increase is $7,360,780, which will be largely 
augmented by the returns of the railroads. 


A Cool Criminal. 
In the course of a few days it will be 
known whether Cluyerius will have a rehear- 
ing before the supreme court or not. If the 
rehearing is refused, nothing but executive 
clemency will save the prisoner from the gal- 
lows. 
During the trial the remarkable coolness 
of the prisoner excited remark, His self- 
possession was wonderful for one so young. 
Under the circumstances it would have been 
natural for even an innocent man to show 
some nervousness, 
As Cluverius apprpaches the crisis of his 
fate there is no changein his manner. He 
talks cheerfully with his visitors, takes an 
interest in the outside world and spends his 
time in reading the Bible, his law books and 
the magazines of theday. -He keeps in good 
health, never complains and has won the 
hearts of his keepers by his never failing 
courtesy. 
Strangers frequently visit the prisoner, 
and when they leave their invariable remark 
is: ‘*Who could believe him guilty of sucha 
c1jme?’’ 
If there is anything in circumstantial evi- 
dence, Cluverius is guilty of the murder of 
his cousip, Miss Madison. The manner in 
which he bears up under his many burdens 
shows him to bea man of strong will power. 
He is, moreover, an educated man, and it is 
a peculiarity of the educated criminal that 
he seldom confesses his guilt, He hopes on 
to the last. It is the ignorant criminal who 
breaks down and confesses, If this man goes 
to the gallows he will probably maintain his 
innocence to the end, and there will be peo- 
ple who will believehim. There is a preju- 
dice against circumstantial evidence, and a 
verdict of guilty based upon it never wholly 
satisfies the public, Still, thereis no reason» 
able doubt in this case. 


Charleston Yesterday. 

Yesterday was a day of feverish uneasiness 
in Charleston. Even the positive denial by 
Wiggins of the tremendous prediction cred- 
ited tohim by the New York Herald failed 
torestore complete confidence. 

Thousands of the Charlestonians passed 
the day in a vondition bordering on nervous 
prostration. It must be recollected that they 
had more substantial grounds for alarm than 
Wiggins’s alleged prediction. The continn- 
ance of the shocks at Summerville, the ex- 
citement of the negro’ population and the 
terror of those who had not recovered from 
the awiul calamity of August 3ist were 
enough to keep the city excited. 

Charleston has escaped the visitation 
dreaded by so many, but some mischief has 
undoubtedly been done. The American 
people are nervous and easily impressed. 
Predictions of wholesale disaster have been 
known to drive men and women insane, and 
to kill outright in many instances, 

Now, that the 29th is behind us, we can 
not afford to treat the matter asa joke. The 
wild words attributed to Wiggins damaged 
the commerce and industry of the Atlantic 
coast to the extent of thousands of dollars, 
and resulted in an amount of mental suifer- 
ing that cannot be estimated. After reading 
our Charleston dispatches no one will feel 
disposed to treat the affair lightly.

A change has again set in, however, and 
boys from the south are going in great num- 
bers to northern institutions of learning. 
The Times thinks the renewal of southern 
patronsge is an evidence of prosperity in 
this section. 

Everyone rejoices in the return of pros- 
perity to the south and that friendly feeling 
between the sections has been restored, but 
there is really no reason why soutk«rn boys 
should leave the south to attend college. 
There are in this section a number of colleges 


ample facilities for thorough instruction. 
To patronize these institations is to increase 
their prosperity and to aid in the up-bnild-

Maxwell is as pale almost as a corpse, his nervous 
system is wholly unstrung, and his eyes have a sad, 
tar away, melancholy expression, and he has lost 
all his dash and freshnes*, He is humble, resigned 
and apparently aware of the fact that he is not 
quite so important a personage as he at first and tor 
a long time imagined himself to be. 

He passesthe time in a most stupid manner: 
reads very little, and that of a newspaper or light 
trasy character, and he reads by spurts, showing 
conclusively in every move his distress, anxiety 
and wretchedness, 

That be is nervous no one can gaze upon hima 
moment and not be thoroughly convinced of.

“Ob, pleasantly,’’ he remarked; at the same

The question that the hatters would like to 
haye answered, and which has great interest for 
them today: ‘‘Isthe average human head grow- 
ing smaller?’’ ‘‘We have come to notice,” said a 
prominent Washington street hat dealer 
yesterday, ‘that the same.sort of persons that 
bought hats twenty or twenty-five years ago now 
buy hatsjmuch smaller. The difference is estima- 
ted as at least one whole size, which is equal to 
three-eighths of an inch in circumference. Since 
162 the shrinkage appears to be about 0.1 of the 
technical scale of the hatter as usually employed 
by the trade, of which 0.125 represents a difference

THE WAR WHOOP 


The Blood Indians Massacreing Whites ia 
Northwest Territory. 

OTTAWA, Ont., September 2.—Word has 
been 1eceived by the department of mounted 
police from Orow Oreek agency, Northwest 
territory, that the Blood Indians, from that 
reservation, have gone on the warpath and 
are devastating about there in revenge for the 
killing of six of thelr band recently by the 
Gros Ventres. They left their reservation, 40 
the report states, Monday morning after a war 
dance, and went south to Hudson, Northwest 
territory. There they came on a . 
ment of whites, some sixteen in number, of 
whom ten were women and children. These 
were all killed and scalped, the besieging party 
carrying off the as trophies on poles. 
The en continued on their way to- 
war ros Yentres settlement. Along 
their tracks were many farmhoases 
of settlers. These were all _ i iaid 
in ashes and the inhabitants killed and scalped. 
Not less than one hundred whites have so far 
fallen victims to the red devils’ knives, 
Among those killed are two Roman Catholic 
missionaries, atthe Crow Foot agency, whose 

bodies are said to have been terribly mutilated. 

e whites at the reservation, inclading the 
Indian agent, have been killed. After leaving 
the agency about thirty miles toward the 
American border, the Crow I'eet met with aboat 
sixty Gros Ventres anda desperate fight en- 
sued, The killed and wounded on each side 
cannot be estimated correctly, but it is be- 
lieved the Crow Feet Jost nine killed and thirty 
wounded, while over fifty fell bslonging to the 
G:os Ventres tribe. One hundred .and fifty 
ponies were captured by the attacking party, 
as well asa large amount of clothing and am- 
munition. It is estimated by the department 
that at least $25,000 worth of property belong- 
in to settlers has been burned and 
otherwise destroyed, while the loss 
of life cannot be accurately 
calculated. Two detachmenls of mounted 

Hce bave been ordered to put 

own the rising, but it is expected 
that the whole force, some 1,500 men, will be 
necessary, asthe Rockies and Canada Sioux 
will joinin the uprising. Crow Foot, the 
chief of the rebellious tribe, is now on his 
way here, and cannot, therefore, be expected 
to use his inflence to put down the rising, 
Hon. P. A.*Carren., minister of militie, will 
call out a force of at least 2,000 infantry and 
cavalry to go to.the scene of trouble and assist 
the mounted police. Inthe meantime, until 
they reach the scene, hundreds of lives may 
be sacrificed and any amount of property de- 
stroyed. A general rising of Indians is feared. 

WINNIPEG, September 29.—The editor of 
the Fort MacLeod Gazette telegraphs that no 
magsacre by the Indians has occurred in the 
northwest as reported in dispatches from Ot- 
tawa.

The Atlanta and Hawkinusville Road. 

Letus look at the geography of this road 
fora moment. The West Point road and the 
Central road branch out from Atlanta to the 
southwest and the southeast. Both of these 
roads are controlled in Savannah. It is the 
policy of both to force cotton to Savannah, so 
that the Central system will get the long haul 
on it. Tensof thousands of bales of cotton 
from such towns as Jonesboro, Griffin and oth- 
er points that naturally belong to Atlanta and 
that have always come here, have been forced 
to Savannah. On the West Point 
road, they have been forced in the game direc- 
tion through the Columbus compress, and At- 
lanta haslost through these influences fifty 
thousand bales of cotton a year thag naturally 
belonged to her. 

The Atlanta and Hawkinsville road bisects 
the rich and unpenetrated territory that lies 
between these two roads. Being controlled in 
Atlanta, it will adopt such rates as will pour 
the cotton of that whole section into Atlanta, 
and will, if the Central persists in trying to 
force cotton to Savannah, bring 
the staple fiom all points along 
the Central and West Point road 
to some point on the Hawkinsville road. In 
short,the new road will by competition secure 
to Atlanta what is due herin this territory. 
Atlanta ought not to be‘a week longer in rais- 
ing the money that is necessary to secure this 
road. The subscriptions have averaged a 
thousand dollars a day since the first day. On 
yesterday they went upto $1,500, as will be 
seen below. Let them increase every day 
until the total amount is raised.

Captain Furlow, of Comptroller General 
Wright’s oflice, is rapidly preparing the con- 
solidated tax digest of the state, This digest 
will be incorporated in Comptroller General 
Wright's annual report. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter obtained, yester- 
day, a comparative statement of the state’s 
wealth in 1885 and 1886, showing the increase 
and decrease in the various items. This state- 
ment, which follows below, does not include 
the value of railroad property, all the rail- 
roads having not yet made their tax returns

$7,360,780, The greatest increase is in city and 
town property, $2,418,771, and the greatest 
decrease is in capital invested in mining, $359,- 
463. It would be interesting to know what 
has caused the decrease in the eight items 
ennmerated in the comparative statement. 
The tax digests of the counties do not indicate 
the cause.

Tie 
other abideth alone, and brinogs forth eternal 
isolation. The one is holy fruitfalnese, the 
other withered and barren selfishness; the 
crown of one glory—the doom of the other, 
dampation. 

Christ rested on this law because of the 
fruitfulness that was to follow in the train of 
His death 

Judge Van Epps then defined the character 
of a true and successfal Sunday school teacher 
and Christian worker, showing that withoat 
sacrifice, service,and often suffering, there was 
no fruitfulness. 

Honor was not in wealth, neither was it in 
beauty or adornment, 

The earnett people in this world accomplish 
all the work, and are also the ones that suffer. 

The Sunday school teacher who neglects to 
prepare bis lessons, abides alone, and is un- 
fruitful. 

The man or woman who sacrifices, serves 
and suffers, him or her “will my Father 
honor.”’ 

Short addresses were also made by Revs. 
Ellis, Dillard, Crumley, Cleveland and Chris- 
tian. 

The singing, under the direction of Rev, Keff 
Smith, and the addresses throughout were fall 
of life and power.

‘WASHINGTON GETS FivE YEARS. 

Immediately after Weeks's case had been 
dispored of Wm. Washington, a young 0, 
was placed on trial ®W warrant rging 
bim with assault with intent to Murder. Sev- 
eral wecks ago Washington was’ working for 
John Hudson, a few miles out of the city. One 
day Washington became angry at Hadson bho- 
cause Hudson had ecolded him,and leaving the 
farm walked into the city», He went to bis 
home on Calhoun street and picking ap a gun 
belonging. to bie father, threw it over his 
shoulder aud walked back.to Hudson's 
place. © He them. concealed himself 
in a field* and Waiting watil 
Huceou came out to work, took deliberate aim 
and fired. The gun was loaded with shot and 
they whistled ali about the farmer, but none 
of them struck him. Washington made tracks 
from the place before the smoke cleared away, 
and ashe ran dson saw him, thereby dis- 
coveting who had been his assailant, Hudson 
was considerably scared by his narrow escape, 
and fearing that Washington would attemp» 
the ambush act again, came into the city and 
reported the shooting at police headquarters. 
Members of the police department arrested 
Washington. Such was the testimony against 
him, and when the case was given to the jury 
a verdict of guilty was quickly made up. 
Judge Clarke gave Washington five years in 
the penitentiary. 

ON TRIAL FOR HIS LIFE, 

When the court convened in the afcernoon, 
Luther. Ellison, the young man who is charged 
with killing Bart Wall, was arraigned for 
trial. Ajury was soon secured and to the 
charge Ellison entered a plea of not guilty. 
A large number of “witnesses were called, 
sworn and then sent out ofthe court room. 
Ell watched every step in the proceed- 
ings closely and as juror after juror qualified 
and step into the box his gaze followed 
them. e took things quietly and manifested 
more interest in everything that transpired 
than criminals generally show. He sat be- 
tween his attorneys, Judge W. T. Wright ana 
BR. L. Sibley, and freqnently consulted with 
them in whispers. The first witness 
introduced was Hugh Craig, the young 
man who was with Wall when he and Ellison 
met and was on the veranda when the quarrel 
began. The witness gave in detail his meet- 
ing with Wall, their walk down Decatur 
street and up Collings st: cei and their meeting 
with Ellison, He then told of the quarrel 
onthe veranda at Abbie Howard’s place and 
described the manner in which Ellison strack 
at Wall. Creig’s evidence was void of that 
vucertaiD, wavering, hesitating tone which 
marked itfwhen be was testifying before the 
coroner’s jury, and made matters appear pretty 
dark forthe prisoner, who drank in every 
word as it fell from the witness’ foe The at- 
torneys questioned the witnesses ly, and 
from the manner in. which Solicitor General 
Hill has handled the case so far he will cer- 
tainly getall that can be obtained in the way 
of infoimation from the witnesses. 

The case will be resumed today and will 
probably consume the balance of the week. 


THE CAPITOL COMMISSIONERS. 


What was Done by Them at Their Meeting 
Yesterday. 


The board of capitol commissioners met on 
the grounds of the new capital yesterday 
worning at 9 o’clock. Allthe commissioners 
were present. The capitol was thoroughly 
inepected, and the progress of the work was 
found to be satisfactory, The commissioners 
adopted resolutions expressive of their regret 
on account of the tragic death of Foreman 
Frank Larkin, and then adjourned to attend 
his funeral ina body. 

At 3 o’clock the commissioners met in the 
executive office at the old capitol. 
Architect Eddbrooke was present, 
and submitted his report for the 
past month, which was accepted. 

According tothe report, the net amount 
due the contractors to date was $18,999 51. 
The total amount of work and material in 
the capitol was valued at $326,910 43. The total 
amount of material on the ground was valued 
at $49,215.19. The total amount of work and 
material in the capital and on the groand 
was valued at $376,725.62. 

The commissioners will hold another meet- 
ing this morning, beginning at 9 o'clock. 
They will prepare their report, to be sabmit- 
ted to the next general assembly. 

The handsome proportions of the capitol 
can now be plainly seen above the high fence 
enclosing it. When completed, Georgia will 
have a convenient and beautiful statehouse.

THE JEWISH NEW YEAR, 


How the Sacred Holiday of Rosh Hashanah 
is Observed, 

Atsunset, yesterday evening, the Jewish 
pew year 5647 was uehered in. 

With the Jews, or Hebrews, the new year 
is of far more significance than with any other 
people. With them it is not a day of merry- 
making, althongh it is a day of reunions 
among families and friends. It is a day of 
serious reflection, a day of prayer and pious 
meditation. Beginning yesterday evening at 
sunset, the day will end at sunset this even- 


ing. 

The day in Hebrew is called Rosh Hashan- 
ah. The Scriptures (Ley. 23.24, and. Numb. 
29:1) ordained this day to be “a day of memo- 
rial and blowing of trumpets,” which instru- 
ments in those days consisted of ram’s horns 
(see Joeh. 6:4, etc.) The ancient sages have 
made the day more significant than a mere 
festival—they made it the rosh(head or bogin- 
ning) hashanuh (ofthe year, i. e. the civil 
year. ) 

At the temple, yesterday evening at 6 
o’clock, services were heid, condacted by 
Rabbi Jacobson. The congregation was im- 
mense, asthe Rosh Hashanah services are 
always attended even by those Jews who are 
most indifferent. Services will also be held 
this morning at 9 o’clock, and the entire day 
will be observed as a sacred holiday. 

Nine days later, that is, on Friday the Sth 
of October, Yom Kippur begins at sunset and 
continues until sunset next day. Thisis also 
a sacred holiday, observed by a total absti- 
nence from food and drink.
